Whereas this: Plantation (in an ordinary way) 
within onetwentic years would raiſe the value of e- 
ſtates therein , to three times che preſcnt worth in 
purchaſe, And ſo far as any Enyliſhman doth eſteem 
a comfortable aboad in Itcland, (attended with the 
bleſſings of peace, ſafety, and good neighborhood, 
and above all, the opportunities of the means of 
grace)ke would value ancſtate within this Plantation 
to be near double the value of one out of it in Ireland ; 
That for my own part I ſhould «ſtcem of an eſtate
